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SICILY-ROME AMERICAN CEMETERY AND MEMORIAL 


The cemetery site covers 77 acres rising in a gentle slope from Via della 
Rivembranza. A small clear stream (the Fossedel Turozzi) runs through the 
northern area and furnishes the water supply (other than portable) for ceme- 
tery needs. The site was originally established on January 24, 1944, following 
the first landings at the Anzio beaches 2 days previously. The cemetery site 
lay in the zone of advance of the 3rd division. Here are buried 7,862 of our 
military dead, representing 35 percent of the burials which were originally 
made in Sicily and southern Italy. Many of them gave their lives in the liber- 
ation of Sicily (July 10 to August 17, 1943) in the landings in the Salerno 
area (September 9, 1943), in the subsequent heavy fighting northward through 
Italy, in the landings at, and occupation of the Anzio beachhead (January 22, 
1944 to May, 1944), as well as in the air and naval operations in these 


regions. 


The dead who gave their lives in their country's service came from every 
state in the Union; a few headstones record that some of these men were 
born in Canada, England, Scotland, Erin, Finland, Sweden, and Spain. Four 
hundred and eighty-eight headstones mark the graves of 490 ‘‘Unknowns”’. 
In 21 instances, two brothers lie buried side by side. 


In the center of the memorial (see cover), on a pedestal of ‘‘bronze”’ 
traverstine, is the twin group in bronze by Paul Manship, of New York, 
symbolizing the American soldier and sailor, shoulder to shoulder, (It will be 
recalled that during World War Il the Air Forces still formed part of the 
United States Army).

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THE FIRST 
WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 
OF THE ANCIENTS 


So far as the modern records show, and by that | mean the records of 
the last 100 years or so, the Ancients in the earlier days never celebrated 
Washington's Birthday as a Company. The first record we have is that of 
February 22, 1886, when those members of the Company who had made 
the trip to Washington the previous year on the occasion of the completion 
of the Washington Monument got together at a dinner at Young's Hotel. The 
Captain of the Company did not officiate as such, the meeting being presided 
over by Major George S. Merrill, who had been the Chairman of the Excursion 
Committee of the previous year. There were 120 members present and the 
speaker of the day was Honorable Robert C. Winthrop, a member of the 
Company and a direct descendant of Governor Winthrop who signed the 
Ancients’ Charter in 1638. In his speech, Mr. Winthrop spoke of the fact that 
four of his ancestors had been Commanders of the Company and that he 
himself had been honored with election as Lieutenant in 1838. He also 
mentioned the fact that he was the oldest living member of the Company 
with the exception of Colonel Marshall P. Wilder, his membership dating back 
to 1830. He mentioned the fact that only his affection for the Company could 
have brought him out on that day owing to his ill health. 


Other than the dinner and the speech made by Mr. Winthrop, there 
were a few informal addresses made by members of the Company but no 
mention was made of entertaining either the Governor or the Mayor as is 
the custom in these present days. 


The visit of the Company to Washington, which this first meeting cele- 
brated, was quite an interesting event. It will be recalled that the Corner 
Stone of the Washington Monument was laid on July 4, 1848, some thirty- 
seven years prior to the dedication, Through lack of funds, however, the 
completion of the monument dragged until 1876 when Congress voted $200,- 
000, to finish the work. Colonel Thomas Casey, chief of engineers of the 
United States Army, was selected to push the work and it was completed 
on the 6th of December, 1884. 

The Speaker of the House of Representatives when the original bill was 


passed by Congress in 1847 authorizing the erection of the Monument was 
the Honorable Robert C. Winthrop of Massachusetts. Due to his position as 
Speaker, it was his privilege to officiate as Orator of the Day at the laying 
of the Corner Stone and now in 1885 at its completion he was again honored 
by being asked to give the dedicatory oration. Unfortunately, about two 
months before the appointed time, Mr. Winthrop, who was 76, fell ill of 
pneumonia. His recovery was too slow to admit of his oration in person and 
it was read by John D. Long, at that time a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives from Massachusetts; afterwards Governor of the Commonwealth 
and for many years an Honorary Member of the Ancients. 


The Ancients for a long time had been planning the trip to Washington. 
They had several committees at work talking it up and making the necessary 
arrangements. They even went so far as to make arrangements with a tailor 
who agreed to provide military overcoats for the members, cut to measure

ai a price of $16.00 each, and the Orders of the Day provided that the 
members must report in uniform with overcoats. One hundred seventy-one 
members made the trip and they also took along the Salem Cadet Band. 


Originally, plans had been made to go by boat but the weather was so 
cold thai it was doubted if the ice would permit them to get through and at 
a late hour a special train was arranged for. This special train consisted of 
six day-coaches, one sleeping car and a baggage car. (I wonder how many 
of our Company would go on such a trip today knowing that most of them 
would have to sit up all night and have to change cars in New York City at 
4:30 in the morning?) The thermometer was close to zero when the Company 
got off the train in New York and they marched from the Forty-Second Street 
depoi (now the Grand Central) over to the elevated on Sixth Avenue, taking 
cars down to Courtland Street from whence they ferried across to Jersey City 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad. For breakfast at 6:00 A.M., they had sandwiches 
and coffee, a real breakfast not being secured until they reached Philadelphia 
at 10:00 o'clock. 


The Ancients were tendered a reception by President Arthur on the 
evening of February 20. It will be recalled that President Arthur attended the 
Daniel Webster Centenary celebration at Marshfield in 1882, at which time the 
Ancients acted as his personal escort and this was a return for that courtesy. 


Washington's Birthday in 1885 feli on Sunday and so the exercises were 
held on Saturday, February 21. The weather was very clear and cold and the 
ground was covered with snow. The Company left the hotel at 9:30 A.M., and 
it is interesting to note that due to the intense cold which caused the freezing 
of the instruments, the band was unabie to play for a great part of the time. 
From 9:30 until 11:00 A.M., The Company suffered intensely waiting for the 
exercises to start and then after listening to orations lasting about two hours, 
they passed in review before the President, not returning to their hotel until 
shortly after 2:00 P.M. No wonder the survivors of that ordeal felt they were 
entitled to a celebration one year afterwards.

The Honourable Artillery Company

On August 25, 1537, King Henry the Eighth, of England approved a 
Charter incorporating a company of men known as the Guild or Fraternity of 
Artillery. These members, we are told, were men of substance. This was 
evidenced by the rare privilege accorded them of wearing silks, velvets, fur, 
and embroideries. 


On May 8, 1539, the Guild of Artillery held its first review at West- 
minster. King Henry the Eighth was present and was loud in his praise of this 
new Artillery Company. We are informed that their breast plates were 
decorated with silver bullion and that they had chains of gold about their 
necks. 


About this time we first hear of groups of men, later to be quite prevalent 
in the early Colonial days in America, namely, trained bands, and it became 
the function of the Artillery Company to instruct their officers in the modern 
science of warfare, so that they could take command of these trained bands. 


In 1554, Queen Mary of England asked for one hundred war like men, 
and the Guild of Artillery furnished the officers. We find the Guild of Artillery 
serving under Sir Walter Raleigh in the early Sixteenth century, also assisting 
the Dutch at that time. 


About 1585, the Guild became known as the Artillery Company. The 
Company was no? an Artillery Company in the real sense of the word. In 
those days, the word ‘‘Artillery'’ was loosely applied: to all weapons of volley 
such as cross bows and muskets. 


In 1611, The Company was given permission to ‘‘trayne and practize 
arms", after the modern and best fashion and instruction. 


Prince Charles, for whom our Charles River was named, attended many 
of the Company's reviews and was prominent in their activities. In the early 
days, the Company was the recognized school of instruction for officers of 
the nearesi approach to the standing army of that era, namely, the trained 
bands of London and the surrounding counties. Musketeers, pike-men, and 
cavalry received their drilling instructions, which were very elaborate. 


In 1621, many of the other cities outside of London petitioned the Crown 
for a Charter similar to that of the Artillery Company, but all of them have 
since failed to survive. Happily for us, there was an exception, the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, which is an off-spring of 
the Honourable Artillery Company of London. Like all great military organiza- 
tions, the Honourable Artillery Company was subject to scurrilous libel about 
1789 by means of pictures ridiculing the Honourable Artillery Company on its 
return from maneuvers. 

In 1882, a rifle company was added to the Honourable Artillery Battalion 
and became a ‘‘corps d'elite'' known as the Honourable Artillery Company 
Yagers. 

In 1806, we find the Honourable Artillery Company occupying a place 
of honour at the funeral of the great British Naval hero, Vice Admiral Lord 
Viscount Nelson. 


In 1814, at the conclusion of hostilities, all volunteer corps were dis- 
banded. 
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Then occurred a most unusual incident. Through an official mistake, the 
Honourable Artillery Company received an order from the Office of Ordnance, 
stating that the Home Secretary had directed that the Honourable Artillery 
Company was to be discontinued. All arms and accoutrements were ordered 
sent to London Tower. Happily, this was quickly adjusted, and once more the 
the Company was back at its job keeping the peace in London and guarding 
the debtor's prison on Whitmoss Street. 

During the South African war of 1899, again we see the Artillery Com- 
pany in the forefront recruiting Infantry and Artillery regiments. Much of the 
expense for equipment was borne by the Artillery Company. 

IN 1900, they landed in Capetown, Africa, and were present at the 
surrender of Cronje at Paardeberg. Their return acts as a landmark in the 
history of the great city of London, England. After forty years of discourage- 
meni and derision, the volunteers had proven their right to take their place 
with the best of the professional fighting forces. 


For their splendid pari in the South African war, the Artillery Company 
received the battle honour ‘South Africa 1900-1902". 


In 1896, we read that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, 170 strong, visited the Honourable Artillery Company and 
were reviewed by Queen Victoria at Windsor Castle. Present also were the 
Prince and Princess of Wales when they visited Marlborough House and our 
Company was very well received by the people and the press. 

On September 23, 1903, the Honourable Artillery Company under 
Colonel the Earl of Denbeigh and Desmond, C.U. O. Late R.H.I., left for 
Boston, Massachusetts, to visit the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
Their arrival was a time long to be remembered in the history of Massachu- 
setts. They paraded through Boston, and the streets were thronged, The 
American flag and the British Jack both flew from Bunker Hill Monument. Guns 
from the ships in the Navy Yard thundered a salute, and Boston attired itself 
'n ceremonial garb. 

The Honourable Artillery Company were the guests of President Theodore 
Rooseveli in Washington, D.C., and later visited the United States Military 
Academy at West Point.

Then came the call to arms in 1914, and once more we find the 
trenches at St. Eboi, the Ypres Salient and the Colonne Sector. We find them 
also fighting in Egypt and against the Turks and Italians. The Honourable 
Artillery Company received its baptism of fire well, and several of its men 
received the most difficult of all medals of valor to obtain, the Victoria Cross. 


The world then enjoyed a period of prosperity and happiness. But our 
luck ran oui, and again we found ourselves embroiled in World War Il. This 
is of such recent origin, we need not comment on it. We can all remember 
or have read of the activities of our great ally, Great Britain, again the 


Honourable Artillery Company was serving gallantly and brilliantly in Belgium, 
France, and Egypt. 


I think it would be well for all of us at this time to give the following 
toast: 
The Honourable Artillery Company: 


Comrades in Arms, Cousins in Blood, Brothers in Affection — May the 
three crosses of their colors ever be found like that of Constantine, a happy 
omen blended with our stars. May we never meet them but in peace, never 
engage them but in hospitality, and never part from them but in love!
